Ja p an , F ran ce and Italy 
a re understood to be ready to join the 
U nited States and B ritain in this con 
ference. 
It is to be held in London 
th e third w eek in Jan u ary . 
It will u n d ertak e to com plete the 
w ork of the W ashington arm s confer 
ence in 1921 w hich w as 
unable 
to 
agree on lim itation of any w ar ves­ 
sels except battleships. 
E fforts to ex­ 
tend this lim itation to cruisers, des­ 
tro y ers and subm arines failed also at 
G eneva because the U nited S tates and 
B rita in were a t loggerheads. 
W hen P resident H oover w as inaug­ 
u rate d he set out to retrieve th e faib* 
u re w hich w as rapidly 
jeopardizing 
frien d sh ip betw een th e two 
nations. 
W hen M acDonald becam e prim e m in­ 
iste r the first of June, they began a 
series of friendly exchanges designed 
to reach an agreem ent. 
T he United S tates and B ritain now 
propose to en ter th e ocnference w ith 
cru isers lim ited to 339,000 
tons 
for 
B rita in 
and 
315,000 
tons 
for 
th e 
U nited States. 
The U nited S tates is 
to offset its in ferio rity in tonnage by 
having m ore large 10,000-ton cruisers 
w ith 8-inch guns th a n B ritain. 
T he week-end conversations in the 
m o u n tain w ilderness are

to have extended to broader subjects 
th a n the naval conference, however. 
E x actly w hat w as discussed is know n 
to none save Mr. H oover and the 
prim e m inister, for th ere w ere no lis­ 
teners. 
B efort the p arty left for the R ap i­ 
dan cam p it w as understood in ad ­ 
m in istratio n q u a rte rs th a t the gen­ 
eral question of n eu tral rights on th e 
high seas—the freedom of the seas— 
would be discussed am ong other sub­ 
jects.

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The Shearer Incident 


T hat a William B. Shearer, who calls himself the “big bass 
drum” should be endowed with such power as to be able to “swing” 
naval conferences to his way of thinking, is almost incredible. 
One thinks as did William Shakespeare’s character, what manner 
of food does he eat to bulk so large. 
The Editor and Publisher of New York City brings out a new 
angle on the Shearer episode at Geneva and sums it up: “A big 
story at Geneva was that Shearer was there, coat-tails and tongue 
flying, in the pay of individuals or concerns having a financial 
stake in the conference. That big story is now printed almost two 
years too late to aid the newspaper cause.” 
The argument in full of the New York magazine follows: 
“The ‘big drum’ beat out a lot of ragtime in the stuffy Senate 
committee-room during last week. 
The business in hand was to 
befoul every newspaper man, government official and ship-build­ 
ing client who in any way interfered with the salubrious game of 
cleaning up a fortune from a publicity racket. It would have been 
one of the most amusing events of the year, were its consequences 
less important. 
“No experienced person with half a grain of sense could be­ 
lieve more than a fraction of Shearer’s big talk, but the trouble 
about that sort of thing is that the public is inexperienced. Shear­ 
er’s libels on great newspapers and ethical newspaper men would 
gain considerable credence, especially among those who are pre­ 
disposed to skepticism in reference to newspaper honor. 
For 
years we shall be hearing gossip that ‘the press’ worked secretly 
for war profiteers at a time when the whole country was strug­ 
gling to get free of the debts of the world war. Soap-boxers will 
now make the most of the incident. 
“Our professional complaint is that the newspaper men who 
covered the Geneva naval armament conference did not then tell 
the Shearer story. 
It is inconceivable that he could evade any 
good police reporter, who meant to get the facts. That he ‘got by’ 
the experienced international correspondents attending that sorry 
conference is no compliment to them. 
Our unceasing complaint 
is that newspaper men take seriously the statements of irrespon­ 
sible people, putting them into the ‘news’ pot and stirring them 
up without careful consideration of their meaning, purpose or 
source. 
So great is the fear among reporters of being ‘beaten’ 
that news judgment often is sacrificed for expediency. 
The 
Shearer tribe are effective only as newspaper men accept them at 
face value. 
“A big story at Geneva was that Shearer was there, coat-tails 
and tongue flying, in the pay of individuals or concerns having a 
financial stake in the conference.” 
And the information comes two years after the conference.
